AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 54-7-104, relative to
chief administrative officers of county highway departments.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE:

SECTION 1.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 54-7-104, is amended by
deleting subsection (b)(3) in its entirety.

SECTION 2.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 54-7-104(b)(2), is amended
by deleting from the population table the figures "30,400" and "30,500".

SECTION 3.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 54-7-104(b), is amended by
adding the following language as a new, appropriately designated subdivision:

(9)  In any county having a population of not less than thirty-seven
thousand one hundred (37,100) nor more than thirty-seven thousand four
hundred (37,400) according to the 2000 federal census or any subsequent
federal census, the sole educational and experience qualification for the office of
the chief administrative officer of the county department which builds and
maintains roads of the county shall be a high school education or general
equivalency diploma (GED).

SECTION 4.  This act shall take effect July 1, 2001, the public welfare requiring
it.
